The  Students  received  into  the  College  or  Senior  Department  are  of  three 
descriptions ; namely, 

1.  King’s  College  Students,  admitted  to  a regular  and  prescribed  course  of 
general  study ; but  allowed  to  attend  any  particular  lectures  not  comprised  in 
that  course. 

2.  King’s  College  Medical  Students,  who  enter  upon  the  course  of 
Medical  Study  required  by  the  College  of  Surgeons  and  the  Society  of 
Apothecaries,  as  a condition  of  obtaining  their  respective  diplomas. 

3.  Occasional  Students. — This  class  comprehends  all  persons,  who  are 
desirous  of  attending  any  separate  course  or  courses  of  Lectures  or  Private 
Instruction.  They  are  admitted  without  the  payment  of  any  entrance  fee,  and 
do  not  require  a Proprietor’s  nomination.

The  Academical  Year  consists  of  Three  Terms. 

The  first  Term  extends  from  the  beginning  of  October  to  the  week  before 
Christmas;  the  second,  from  the  middle  of  January  to  the  week  before  Easter; 
and  the  third,  from  Easter  to  the  end  of  June  or  beginning  of  July. 

Attendance  at  Prayers. — The  duties  of  the  day  commence  with  Prayers  in 
the  Chapel,  at  Ten  o’clock  precisely,  when  the  presence  of  the  College  Students 
is  required. 

Instruction. — The  daily  course  of  public  instruction  occupies  about  five 
hours ; and  a record  of  the  attendance  of  each  student  is  regularly  kept. 

Admission  of  Students. — Previously  to  the  admission  of  Students  into  the 
College,  the  Principal  will  inquire  into  their  attainments  and  former  conduct ; 
and,  except  in  cases  of  remarkable  proficiency,  of  which  he  will  be  the  judge, 
Students  are  not  admitted  under  the  age  of  Sixteen  years.  All  regular  Students 
are  required,  before  they  enter  the  College,  to  subscribe  a declaration  that  they 
will  strictl}'  abide  by  such  Rules  and  Regulations  as  the  Council  shall  lay  down 
for  the  good  government  of  the  College,  so  far  as  the  same  may  affect  the 
Students  in  attendance  on  the  regular  courses  or  otherwise. 

Examinations. — Besides  terminal  examinations,  which  take  place  at  Christ- 
mas and  Easter,  there  is  annually  an  examination,  followed  by  a public 
distribution  of  prizes,  at  the  close  of  the  academical  year. 

Nomination  of  Students. — The  Proprietors  are  entitled,  in  respect  of  each 
Donation  of  501.  and  upwards,  or  of  each  Share,  to  nominate  one  Student  in  the 
School  or  Junior  Department,  (the  particulars  of  which  will  be  found  in  p.  15,) 
and  one  Student,  either  for  general  education,  or  for  medical  education,  in  the 
Senior  Department. 
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In  establishing  a School  of  Medicine  and  Surgery  in  King’s  College,  the 
Council  have  been  influenced  by  the  belief,  that  many  individuals,  who  intend 
their  sons  for  the  medical  profession,  will  gladly  embrace  an  opportunity  of 
placing  them  in  connexion  with  an  Institution,  which  has  for  its  principal  object 
to  educate  the  rising  generation  in  the  doctrines  of  Christianity,  as  taught  by  the 
Established  Church,  and  to  fix  in  their  minds  the  true  principles  of  morality. 
They  believe,  likewise,  that  every  one  who  has  the  w'elfare  of  society  at  heart, 
and  who  has  considered  the  most  effectual  means  of  promoting  it,  will  feel  an 
especial  interest  in  the  success  of  this  part  of  their  undertaking ; under  the  con- 
viction, that  the  duties  w'hich  devolve  upon  the  medical  profession  are  such  as  to 
render  the  Religious  and  moral  character  of  its  members  not  less  important,  than 
their  practical  and  scientific  attainments. 

The  Council  are  indeed  aware  that  the  great  majoi-ity  of  medical  students, 
during  the  time  of  their  residence  in  the  metropolis,  have  so  many  demands  on 
their  attention  within  the  limits  of  their  own  peculiar  pursuits,  as  to  leave  them 
but  little  leisure  for  other  branches  of  study.  They  expect,  however,  that  all 
who  belong  to  the  class  of  King’s  College  Students  of  Medicine  and  Surgery,  will 
be  regular  in  their  attendance  at  Divine  Worship  in  the  College  Chapel  on 
Sundays  in  the  forenoon ; and  they  hope  that  the  Students  may  be  able  to  avail 
themselves,  to  a certain  extent  at  least,  of  the  opportunities  of  Religious 
instruction  offered  by  the  Lectures  of  the  Principal. 

The  Council  earnestly  recommend,  that  those,  who  have  it  in  their  power, 
should  devote  themselves  for  some  time  to  the  General  Studies  of  the  College 
before  they  enter  upon  that  course  of  instruction,  which  is  more  exclusively 
professional. 

The  Medical  Classes  in  King’s  College  open  on  the  First  of  October,  and  close 
early  in  May. 

The  session  is  divided  into  two  terms,  of  which  the  second  begins  on  the 
Twenty-first  of  January. 

Those,  who  are  desirous  of  attending  the  Medical  and  Surgical  Lectures  at 
King’s  College,  have  the  option  of  entering,  either  as  King's  College  Medical 
Students,  to  go  through  a fixed  course  of  professional  study  ; or  as  Occasional 
Pupils,  to  attend  the  lectures  of  particular  Professors. 

The  course  of  study,  which  King’s  College  Medical  Students  are  expected  to 
follow,  comprises  all  those  subjects,  a knowledge  of  which,  attested  by  certificates 
of  attendance  upon  lectures,  is  required  by  the  College  of  Surgeons  and  by  the 
Society  of  Apothecaries,  as  a condition  of  obtaining  their  respective  diplomas. 

King’s  College  Students  have  the  privilege  of  competing  for  all  the  prizes, 
which  are  offered  annually  for  superior  proficiency  in  the  subjects  of  the  Lec- 
tures. The  Gold  Medals  given  for  General  Medical  Proficiency  are  exclusively 
awarded  to  King’s  College  Regular  Students.  Those  among  the  Occasional 
Students,  who  enter  as  Perpetual  Pupils  to  the  Lectures  of  any  single  Professor', 
are  at  liberty  to  compete  for  the  prizes  offered  in  their  class. 

The  regular  Students  of  the  College  have  access  to  the  General,  as  well  as  the 
Medical  Library,  and  are  allowed  the  use  of  the  books.  They  are  alone 
permitted  to  wear  the  College  Gown. 

Special  certificates,  in  addition  to  those  which  relate  to  medical  proficiency, 
are  given  for  general  correctness  and  propriety  of  conduct  in  the  College,  and 
for  regularity  of  attendance  at  Divine  Service ; also  to  those  Students  who  shall 
have  attended  the  lectures  on  religious  and  moral  subjects,  and  shall  be  found 
to  have  profited  by  them.

Religious  and  Moral  Instruction,  in  conformity  with  the  principles  of  the 
Established  Chui’ch  ; 

The  Greek  and  Latin  Classes ; 

Mathematics ; 

English  Literature  and  Composition ; and 

History. 

Terms. — ^The  Matriculation  Fee,  to  be  paid  by  every  Student,  upon  his 
admission,  is  H.  Is.,  and  the  Library  and  Reading  Room  Fee,  1/.  Is. 

For  the  year’s  course,  of  which  the  expense  must  be  paid  in  advance,  (viz. 
two-thirds  at  the  opening  of  the  Classes  in  October,  and  one-third  at  their  open- 
ing after  the  Easter  vacation,)  the  Fee  to  be  paid  by  every  Student, 

If  nominated  by  a Proprietor,  is 21L  Os. 

If  not  so  nominated 20/.  5s. 

The  Academical  T’ear  consists  of  Three  Terms. 

The  first  Term  extends  from  the  beginning  of  October  to  the  week  before 
Christmas;  the  second  from  the  middle  of  January  to  the  week  before  Easter; 
and  the  third,  from  the  week  after  Easter  to  the  end  of  June,  or  beginning  of 
Jul}'. 

Admission  of  Students. — Previously  to  the  admission  of  Students  into  the 
College,  the  Principal  will  inquire  into  their  attainments  and  former  conduct ; 
and,  e.xcept  in  cases  of  remarkable  proficiency,  of  which  he  will  be  the  judge, 
Students  will  not  be  admitted  under  the  age  of  sixteen  years.  All  the  Students 
will  be  required,  before  they  shall  enter  the  College,  to  subscribe  a declaration 
that  they  will  strictly  abide  by  such  Rules  and  Regulations  as  the  Council  shall 
lay  down  for  the  good  government  of  the  College,  so  far  as  the  same  may  affect 
the  Students  in  attendance  on  the  regular  courses,  or  otherwise. 

PARTICULARS  OF  THE  COURSE  OF  INSTRUCTION. 

The  daily  course  of  instruction  occupies  about  four  or  five  hours ; namely, 
from  Ten  o’clock  in  the  forenoon  to  Two  or  Three  o’clock  in  the  afternoon ; and 
a record  of  the  attendance  of  each  Student  is  kept. 

The  duties  of  the  day  commence  with  prayers  in  the  Chapel,  at  Ten  o’clock 
precisely,  when  the  attendance  of  the  Students  is  required. 

Religious  Instruction.  — The  Rev.  W.  Otter,  MIA.  Principal  of  the 
College,  will  begin  a course  of  instruction  in  Religion  and  Morals,  at  the  com- 
mencement of  the  October  Term,  and  will  continue  it  every  Monday  at  One 
o’clock,  through  the  whole  of  the  Academic  Year.  On  every  Friday,  at  the 
same  hour,  there  will  he  an  examination  of  his  class.  His  Lectures  embrace 
the  Evidences  of  Natural  and  Revealed  Religion,  and  the  Doctrines  and  Duties 
of  Christianity,  in  conformity  with  the  principles  of  the  Established  Church. 

The  works  which  will  form  the  basis  of  the  Lectures,  and  be  made  the  sub- 
jects of  examination  with  the  Pupils,  arc,  Paley’s  Natural  Theology,  Butler’s 
Analogy,  Paley’s  Evidences,  and  the  Greek  Testament.  The  Principal  also 
proposes  to  preach  every  Sunday  morning,  during  term,  in  the  College  Chapel, 
where  accommodation  will  be  provided  for  Students  of  every  description  be- 
longing to  the  College. 

The  Classics. — Lectures  arc  given  in  the  Classical  Department  by  J.  An- 
stice, Esq.  13.  A.  Student  of  Christ  Church,  Oxford  : — 

On  Monday,  in  Greek  Prose.  The  principal  authors  which  the  Professor 
reads  with  the  Class,  arc,  Herodotus,  Thucydides,  Xenophon,  and  De- 
mosthenes. 
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On  Tuesday  and  Thursday,  in  Latin.  The  chief  books  read  in  this  depart- 
ment, are,  Virgil,  Horace,  Juvenal,  Cicero,  and  Tacitus. 

On  Wednesday,  in  Greek  Poetry.  The  Class  read  principally  Homer, 
Selected  Plays  of  the  Greek  Tragedians,  and  Pindar. 

On  Friday,  the  Greek,  Latin,  and  English  Exercises,  previously  prepared  by 
the  respective  Classes,  are  examined  and  commented  on.  These  Exercises 
consist  partly  of  original  composition,  and  partly  of  translations  from  the  best 
English  authors  into  Greek  and  Latin,  and  from  the  best  Classical  authors  into 
English.  The  subjects  are  proposed  every  Friday,  and  the  compositions  are 
delivered  in  on  the  following  Wednesday.  Occasional  Exercises  are  given  in 
Greek,  Latin,  and  English  Poetry. 

Mathematics. — Lectures  are  given  in  the  Mathematical  Department  by  the 
Rev  T.  G.  Hall,  M.  A.,  late  Fellow  and  Tutor  of  Magdalene  College,  Cam- 
bi’idge : — 

The  Lectures  under  this  head  comprise  Euclid’s  Elements,  the  Principles 
of  Algebra,  Plane  and  Spherical  Trigonometry,  Conic  Sections,  the  applica- 
tion of  Algebra  to  Geometry,  the  Differential  and  Integral  Calculusi  Newton’s 
Principia,  and  the  theoretical  parts  of  Mechanics,  Hydrostatics,  Optics,  and 
Astronomy. 

The  Professor  proposes  Three  Courses  : — 

The  first  will  comprehend  Euclid’s  Elements,  the  first  principles  of  Arithmetic 
and  Algebra,  the  use  of  Logarithms,  and  the  modes  of  calculating  them  ; Plane 
Trigonometry,  Conic  Sections,  and  the  chief  propositions  in  Mechanics. 

In  the  second  Course  will  be  read  the  higher  parts  of  Algebra,  the  Theory  of 
Liquations,  the  application  of  Algebra  to  Geometry,  and  such  a portion  of  the 
Differential  and  Integral  Calculus  as  will  enable  the  Students  to  comprehend 
tliose  theoretical  parts  of  Mechanics  which  were  omitted  in  the  first  course.  The 
first  three  sections  of  Newton’s  Principia  will  be  introduced  here. 

The  third  Course  will  begin  with  Spherical  Trigonometry  and  Solid  Geometr}'; 
afterwards  the  higher  parts  of  the  Differential  Calculus,  its  application  to  Curve 
Surfaces,  Differential  Equations,  and  the  analytical  parts  of  Hydrostatics,  Optics, 
and  Astronomy,  will  be  read. 

Should  any  Students  be  sufficiently  advanced,  the  Professor  will  direct  their 
attention  to  Physical  Astronomy  and  the  Theory  of  the  Earth. 

English  Literature. — From  Ten  to  Eleven,  on  Tuesday,  Professor  Anstice 
gives  instruction  in  English  Literature.  It  is  his  intention  to  read  a few 
Lectures  on  the  gradual  formation  of  the  English  Language ; in  the  course  of 
which  the  Class  will  be  made  acquainted  with  the  general  merits  of  the  principal 
English  authors,  and  the  times  in  which  they  flourished.  The  remainder  of  the 
time  prescribed  for  the  regular  course  will  be  occupied  in  lectures  on  select 
portions  of  the  works  of  the  best  English  writers,  which  will  be  read  by  and 
explained  to  the  Class. 

On  Friday  Professor  Hall  lectures  on  History.  The  text-book  used  is 
Koch’s  Revolutions  of  Europe,  with  reference  to  other  standard  historical 
works. 

On  Saturday  the  pupils  are  examined  on  the  subjects  of  the  various  Lectures 
of  the  preceding  week. 

Each  Class,  while  not  engaged  with  the  Lecture,  is  occupied  in  preparation 
or  composition. 

There  is  annually  a Public  Examination  and  distribution  of  Prizes.  The 
regular  Students  alone  are  allowed  to  compete  for  those  in  the  departments 
immediately  connected  with  the  prescribed  course. 

The  Students  may  attend  other  Lectures,  not  comprised  in  the  prescribed 
course,  the  hours  of  which  are  so  arranged  as  not  to  interfere  with  attendance 
on  the  regular  Lectures.  Particulars  of  the  fees,  &c.  connected  with  these 
are  given  in  the  “ Statement  of  the  Arrangements  for  conducting  the  various 
Departments  of  King’s  College,”  and  may  be  had  at  the  College,  in  the  Strand ; 
of  R.  F ellowes,  ."fi,  Ludgate  Street,  Bookseller  to  the  College ; and  of  other 
Booksellers. 

Any  applications  or  inquiries  will  be  answered  at  the  Secretary  s Office  in  the 
College. 

The  Classes  in  the  Senior  Department  rceommenee  on  Tuesday,  the  U/  of  October.

The  Rev.  J.  R.  Major,  M.  A.  Head  Master. 

The  Rev.  J.  Edwards,  B.  A.  Second  Master. 

This  Institution  is  well  adapted,  from  its  central  situation,  to  afford  to  the  in- 
habitants of  the  Metropolis  the  advantages  of  a Public  Grammar  School,  with  the 
satisfaction  and  economy  arising  from  domestic  care  and  superintendence. 

The  course  of  education  partakes  of  a liberal  and  useful  character,  adapted 
equally  to  professional  and  commercial  pursuits.  It  is  founded  on  the  systematic 
inculcation  of  the  soundest  principles  of  religion  and  morality ; and  comprises 
the  Greek,  Latin,  French,  and  English  languages;  Elementary  Mathematics, 
Writing  and  Arithmetic;  History  and  Geography,  ancient  and  modern;  General 
Literature,  Elocution,  and  Composition.  The  Hebrew,  German,  Spanish,  and 
Italian  languages,*  the  Principles  and  Practice  of  Commerce,  Natural  Philosophy, 
Drawing,  and  other  branches  of  knowledge  and  science,  are  taught,  out  of  the 
course,  to  those  who  are  desirous  of  the  instruction. 

By  the  system  of  examinations,  both  public  and  private,  and  the  judicious  and 
liberal  distribution  of  prizes,  in  the  form  of  medals,  books,  and  other  testimo- 
nials of  approbation,  it  is  anticipated  that  an  honourable  spirit  of  emulation  will 
be  excited  and  cherished  in  the  minds  of  the  Scholars,  and  that  their  studies 
will  be  rendered  interesting  in  their  progress,  and  efficacious  in  their  results. 
Although  striking  talent  and  proficiency  will  thus  be  distinguished,  it  is  intended 
that  persevering  attention  and  general  good  conduct  shall  in  ever)'  instance 
receive  the  acknowledgment  and  attention  which  they  merit. 

It  is  hoped  that  these  incentives  to  industry  and  application,  combined  with 
the  regular  employment  of  time,  the  daily  investigation  of  labour,  vigilant  super- 
intendence, and  the  powerful  aid  of  parental  admonition,  will  supersede  the 
necessity  of  employing  any  rigorous  means  of  maintaining  discipline  and  en- 
forcing attention  to  study. 

The  general  age  of  admission  is  nine  years. 

The  business  of  each  day  commences  and  terminates  with  Prayers  and  the 
reading  of  the  Scriptures,  fi'om  which  none  of  the  Pupils  are  allowed  to  absent 
themselves. 

The  hours  of  attendance  are  from  nine  till  three,  from  Michaelmas  to  Lady- 
Day  ; and  from  nine  till  four,  during  the  remainder  of  the  year.  A proper 
interval  is  allowed  for  refreshment,  which  is  supplied  in  the  College  at  a moderate 
expense ; and  those  parents  who  wish  their  sons  to  dine  in  the  middle  of  the  day 
may  avail  themselves  of  an  arrangement  for  this  purpose  at  a charge  of  \2l.  per 
annum.  On  Saturdays  the  school  closes  at  one  o’clock.  Irregularity  of  attend- 
ance subjects  a pupil  to  deprivation  of  honours,  and  ultimately  to  dismissal. 

The  Vacations  consist  of  six  weeks,  in  August  and  September;  one  month  at 
Christmas ; and  ten  days  at  Easter,  commencing  from  Good  Friday. 

Pupils  will  be  expected  to  attend  the  School  till  the  Vacations  commence,  and 
to  return  punctually  when  they  close. 

There  is  annually  an  Examination,  and  a public  distribution  of  prizes  awarded 
by  the  Council. 

A Register  is  kept  by  the  Head  Master,  of  the  attendance,  employments,  and 
general  conduct  of  the  pupils,  from  which  periodical  reports  are  transmitted  to 
their  friends. 

Every  class  comes  under  the  examination  of  the  Head  Master  at  regular 
periods. 

A Library  will  be  gradually  formed  for  the  use  of  the  Pupils,  of  a nature 
adapted  to  their  varied  tastes  and  attainments. 

The  terms  for  the  course  of  tuition  specified  are  Fifteen  Guineas  annually  to  a 
Pupil  nominated  by  a Proprietor ; and  Eighteen  Guineas  to  one  not  so  nominated, 
with  one  Guinea  as  an  entrance  fee.  These  terms  include  every  charge,  e.xcept- 
ing  for  books  and  stationery,  which  arc  supplied  at  reduced  prices : or  should

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the  friends  of  the  pupils  prefer,  that  they  should  have  the  use  of  hooks  and 
stationery,  they  are  supplied  on  the  following  terms  ; — First  Class,  21.  a year  ; 
second  Class,  21.  10s. ; third  Class,  3/. ; fourth  Class,  3/.  10s. ; fifth  Class,  4/.  10.s. ; 
and  sixth  Class,  5/.  10s. 

The  half-yearly  payments  are  made  in  advance ; and  no  pupil  can  be  admitted 
■without  producing  the  College  Ticket,  signed  by  the  Head  Master  and  Secretary. 


The  School  is  divided  into  Six  Classes,  with  subdivisions  proportioned  to  the 
number  of  Pupils.  Removes  will  be  determined  by  periodical  examinations. 

COURSE  OF  READING  FOR  EACH  CLASS. 

First  Class. — Latin  Grammar,  Valpy’s  Delectus,  and  Exercises;  History  of 
England;  Modern  Geography;  Reading,  Writing,  and  Arithmetic. 

Second  Class. — Phaedrns,  Cornelius  Nepos,  Latin  Grammar  and  Exercises ; 
Greek  Grammar  and  Vocabulary ; Histories  of  England  and  Rome ; Geography; 
Reading,  Writing,  and  Arithmetic. 

Third  Class. — Ciesar,  Ovid,  Exercises,  and  Principles  of  Versification  ; Greek 
Grammar,  Delectus,  and  Testament ; English  Composition;  Histories  of  En- 
gland, Rome,  and  Greece;  ancient  and  modern  Geography;  Writing  and 
Arithmetic. 

Fourth  Class. — Sallust,  Cicero,  and  Virgil;  Composition,  verse  and  prose,  Latin 
and  English;  Greek  Grammar,  Exercises,  Testament,  and  Homer;  English 
Literature;  History  and  Geography;  Writing,  Arithmetic,  and  Elementary 
Mathematics. 

Fifth  Class. — Livy,  Cicero,  Horace,  Virgil,  Terence;  Xenophon,  Homer,  and 
Kenrick’s  Exercises;  Zumpt’s  Latin  Grammar;  Themes,  Verses,  and  Composition 
genei’ally ; a course  of  reading  in  the  best  English  writers ; History  and  Geo- 
graphy, ancient  and  modern ; Grecian  and  Roman  Anticpiities ; Euclid  and 
Algebra;  Writing  and  Arithmetic. 

Sixth  Class. — The  studies  coincide  in  many  respects  with  those  of  the  Fifth. 
In  Greek  and  Latin,  higher  authors,  as  Flerodotus,  Thucydides,  Plato,  Pindar, 
the  Orators  and  Tragedians,  Juvenal,  Tacitus,  Lucretius,  &c.  are  introduced. 
Both  the  Fifth  and  Sixth  also  study  the  writings  of  Pearson,  Porteus,  Paley, 
Tomline,  and  others,  on  the  Evidences  and  Principles  of  Christianity,  and  the 
tenets  of  the  Established  Church. 

In  every  Class,  French  forms  a part  of  the  course. 

'I'he  books  used  in  the  several  Classes  have  been  selected  with  a due  regard  to 
utility  and  economy.

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KING’S  COLLEGE  GRAMMAR  SCHOOLS. 

Public  attention  being  now  directed  to  tlie  expediency  of  establishing  Local 
or  District  Grammar  Schools,  for  the  purpose  of  affording  a sound  and  liberal 
education,  at  a moderate  expense,  to  the  sons  of  professional  and  mercantile 
men  and  others,  the  Council  of  King’s  College,  London,  feel  it  to  be  their  duty 
to  impress,  in  the  strongest  manner,  upon  the  Contributors  to  such  Institutions, 
the  importance  of  founding  them  on  those  2>rinciples  which  are  embodied  in 
the  Charter  of  King’s  College,  as  applicable  to  its  Junior  Department,  and  of 
making  Religious  instruction,  according  to  the  doctrines  of  the  Established 
Church,  an  essential  part  of  their  course  of  education.  With  this  view,  the 
Council  recommend  that  the  more  influential  amongst  the  Clergy  and  Laity  in 
the  populous  districts,  where  Schools  of  this  description  may  be  thought  likely 
to  succeed,  should  take  measures  for  their  early  formation,  and  place  them,  where 
it  may  be  deemed  expedient,  in  union  w'ith  King’s  College : which  will  thus  form 
the  centre  of  a system  of  education,  combining  the  advantages  of  a judicious  and 
extended  cidtivation  of  the  intellectual  faculties,  with  the  careful  inculcation  of 
Religious  truths  and  moral  duties. 

The  Council  of  King’s  College  are  ready  to  receive  applications  from  District 
Grammar  Schools  to  be  taken  into  union  ; and  they  trust  that  some  plan  may 
be  devised,  for  offering  to  pupils,  who  shall  have  been  educated  at  such  Schools, 
certain  facilities  and  advantages  when  they  are  admitted  into  the  higher  depart- 
ment of  the  College.' 

The  Council  have  great  pleasure  in  stating,  that  District  Grammar  Schools, 
on  Church  of  England  principles,  are  in  progress  of  formation  in  some  of  the 
most  populous  parishes  in  the  suburbs  of  London,  &c. 


UNION  OF  DISTRICT  SCHOOLS. 

King  s College,  London,  is,  by  the  terms  of  its  Charter,  “ a College  for 
“ general  education,  in  which,  wdiile  the  various  branches  of  Literature  and 
“ Science  are  made  the  subjects  of  instruction,  the  minds  of  youth  will  be  imbued 
“ with  a knowledge  of  religious  truths  and  moral  duties.” 

Ihe  preamble  of  the  Charter  granted  to  this  Institution  states,  that  “ His 
“ Majesty  being  desirous  of  maintaining  indissolubly  the  connexion  between 
“ sound  religion  and  useful  learning,  highly  approves  of  the  design  of  instituting 
“ a College,  in  which  instruction  in  the  duties  and  doctrines  of  Christianity,  as 
“ taught  by  the  United  Church  of  England  and  Ireland,  shall  be  for  ever  com- 
“ bined  with  other  branches  of  useful  education.” 

The  Charter  provides  that  all  Officers,  Professors,  and  Masters,  shall  be 
members  of  the  said  United  Church,  except  only  the  Professors  of  Oriental 
Literature  and  Modern  Languages. 

District  Grammar  Schools  will  be  received  into  union  with  King’s  College 
upon  satisfying  the  Council,  that  provision  is  made  in  their  fundamental  regu- 
lations for  the  systematic  instruction  of  the  Scholars  in  the  doctrines  and  duties 
of  Christianity,  as  taught  by  the  Established  Church  ; and  also,  that  the  Head 
Master  and  his  regular  assistants,  be  members  of  that  Church,  in  accordance  with 
the  pnnciples  laid  down  in  the  Charter  of  the  College. 

With  respect  to  the  benefits  which  may  be  expected  to  result  to  District 
Grammar  Schools  from  being  taken  into  union  with  King’s  College,  the  Council 
are  of  opinion,  that  it  will  be  an  advantage  of  no  inconsiderable  value,  to  be 
regularly  and  ostensibly  connected  with  an  institution  formed  for  a great  national 
object,  under  the  auspices  of  the  Sovereign,  and  sanctioned  by  a Royal  Charter 
of  Incorporation.  As  regards  the  facilities  in  attending  the  lectures  of  the 
lugher  department,  which  the  Council  are  desirous  of  affording  to  inuiils  edu- 
cated 111  these  Schools,  it  is  obvious  that  they  must  form  a subject  for  future 
deliberation  and  arrangement;  but  in  the  meanwhile,  the  Council  will  be  ready 
to  assist  the  Directors  or  Committees  with  such  advice  and  information  as  may 
e required,  and  as  may  tend  to  promote  the  success  of  their  undertaking.
